This warning has been 
issued by the authorities on account 
of the fc£ir<j)ty of tin cans especial­ 
ly, as well as glass jars for canning 
fruit and vegetables. 
But beans are 
absolutely 
safe, 
all food experts agree. 
Nature has 
provided the 
bean 
with 
its own 
drying apparatus. They do not have 
to be canned, but may 'be stored in 
the pod in a dry, cool place, and the 
air will do the rest. Most dried 
beans are exactly as good as green 
beans. 
The threatened shortage of con­ 
tainers for fruits 
and 
vegetables 
has become so menacing that 
the 
United States department 
of agri­ 
culture has issued a special warn­ 
ing in regard to the situation. 
The home-canning specialists of 
the department urge 
every house­ 
keeper to save 
bottles—especially 
wide-neolked ones—for putting 
up 
fruits, preserves, jellies, jams, and 
fruit juices. 
Saving of bottles is 
highly important, they say, as there 
threatens to be a serious shortage 
of regular jars and preserving cans 
this season. 
The fruit products named, if seal­ 
ed with corks and paraffin, 
can be 
kept perfectly in these 
makeshift 
containers. 
Jellies, 
jams and pre­ 
serves can be kept even in ordinary 
drinking glasses, bv the use of paper 
and paraffin. 
Fruit juices 
should 
be packed in ordinary small-necked 
bottles. 
Vegetables, 
soups and meats, on 
the other hand, to keep 
must be 
sealed by the usual fruit-jar or tin- 
ean packing methods. 
Reserve re­ 
gular containers for foods that can 
not be packed in bottles.

Candy containers

jars with screw tops or glass stop­ 
pers ,and in fact any receptacle of 
glass, crockery or porcelain, can be

Large tin canisters or tin cans 
with removable covers, provided the 
body of the container is air and 
water tight, will be found useful in 
canning certain fruit products.

Department of Agriculture Horticulturists Outline Principles Fat 
Maying a Success of the Home Vegetable 
Patch. 


XXIV. 
CONTACT SPRAYS FOR APHIDS 
Most effective Means of Controlling Insects That Do Much 
Damage to Orchards. 


According to specialists in the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, con­ 
tact sprays are the only effective 
means of controlling the various 
kinds of aphids, the 
small insects 
which by feeding upon the juices of 
the plants do much damage to the 
fruit and foliage of orchard trees, 
currant, gooseberry and grape. As 
the aphids do not eat the plant tis­ 
sues, but drain the sap from them 
the various kinds of sprays contain­ 
ing stomach poisons, such as Paris 
green, asenate of lead, etc., are ef­ 
fective. To do any good the sprays 
must come in contact with the bodies 
of the insects and great thorough­ 
ness in spraying is therefore nec­ 
essary. 
There are a large number of dif­ 
ferent kinds of aphids, one or more 
of which may attack almost every 
form of orchard and bush fruit. For 
the most part, however, the same 
measures of control are applicable 
to all species. 
Quite a nupiber of 
aphid species winter in the egg stage 
on the plants which they attack in 
the following spring. These may be 
controlled successfully by spraying 
when the buds first show green tips 
of the foliage. In this way the fir^t 
brood of the insect is killed and in­ 
surance is obtained against injury 
later 
in the 
season. 
Additional 
spraying may, however, be necessary 
if the infestation is severe. The im­ 
portance of early bud spraying is 
greatest with those species of aph­ 
ids whose attacks result in curling 
the leaves of the plants on which 
they feed. 
The curling serves to 
protect the insects to a considerable 
extent from 
the contact 
spjrays. 
Those species which do not curl the 
leaves are more easily controlled by 
sprays after it is Doted that thejp are 
becoming numerous. 
Nicotine has been found to be one 
of the most effective substances for 
killing aphids, and as it may be ap-; 
plied with entire safety to plants it' 
is possibly the best suited of all the 
substances used in the control of 
these insects. The cost of the con­ 
centrated article is high, but as it 
fnay be greatly diluted the actual 
cost of applying the spray compares 
favorably with that of other contact 
Sprays. Of the commercial prepara­ 
tion the 40 per cent nicotine sulphate 


is the solution in most common use. 
Weaker grades may be used if care 
is taken that the spray is made to 
contain not less 
than 0.05 or 0.(10 
per cent of actual nicotine. 
Nicotine may be added either to 
the winter strength lime-sulphur so­ 
lution used for the San Jose scale, 
or to the dilute lime-sulphur solu­ 
tion and arsenate of lead spray em­ 
ployed in the control of insects and 
diseases of fruit and foliage. It may 
also be used in Bordeaux mixture or 
in arsenate of lead and water sprays. 
This is a great advantage, as 
the 
orehardist 
is 
enabled 
to 
spray 
against several pests simultaneously 
It must be 
remembered, 
however, 
that although the addition of soap 
adds much to the spreading power 
and efficiency of the nicotine spray, 
soap must not be used with lime- 
sulphur solution. 
It is also a comparatively simple 
matter to make nicotine sprays at 
home if tobacco stems or refuse to­ 
bacco are available. 
In the home 
manufacture of the solution, how­ 
ever, it is difficult to determine the 
exact 
strength of the 
decoction 
since the various kinds of tobacco 
refuse vary greatly in their nicotine 
content. In a new publication of the 
U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
Farmers’ Bulletin 804, a table show­ 
ing the number of pounds of differ­ 
ent kinds of tobacco refuse needed 
to make nicotine solutions of the 
right strength is given. In this con­ 
nection it is pointed out that the 
stems from which the extract has 
been made have a value for fertiliz­ 
ing purposes of 
about $10 a ton. 
With tobacco refuse and stems cost­ 
ing about $20 a ton, the spray soht-1 
tion can be made for approximately 
1 cent a gallon, the fertilizer value 
of the extracted refuse covering the 
cost of labor, 
etc. 
The 
sprays 
should be made up as they are need­ 
ed for fermentation begios within a 
day or two. 
Washes made of fish-oil or laun­ 
dry soap are also effective against 
aphids, and are especially suitable 
for use on a small scale. The fish- 
oil soap of different brands on the 
market varies greatly in water con­ 
tent, so that the precise quantity of 
soap to be used with a given amount 
of water will vary also.

( By United Fran.) 
Washington, D. C., May 8—There 
was a time in the country’s history 
when military enumerators, backed 
by bayonets, went 
out among the 
people to take a compulsory service 
census. 
Today, under the principle 
of universal liability to service 
the 
execution of the law is put into the 
hands of the people. 
The approval of the new national 
army bill and the president’s 
pro­ 
clamation 
thereunder 
will 
be co­ 
incident. All persons within the age 
limits prescribed will be required to 
present themselves for registration 
at the customary voting places in 
the voting precincts in which 
they 
have their permanent 
homes, on a 
day which 
the president 
will an­ 
nounce. 
The 
probability 
is 
that 
from 10 to 15 days will elapse be­ 
tween approval ^©f the bill and reg­ 
istration day. 
The governor of each state will be 
the chief of registration therein. The 
machinery of registration 
in 
each 
county 
is to be in 
charge 
of the 
sheriff, the county clerk and county 
physician, acting ex-officio, unless a 
a different board shall be announced 
by the governor. 
In cities contain­ 
ing populations of more than 30,- 
000 the registration will be 
under 
control of the mayor and 
selected 
boards 
of registration. 
In 
order 
that the designated county and city 
officials, and the people generally, 
can get a clear understanding of the 
census methods the following brief 
outline is given. 
The sheriffs or other designated 
officials, immediately upon receiving 
notice from the governor, shall ap­ 
point registrars 
for each 
voting 
precinct. 
The proportion of registrars shal 
be one for each 170 persons to be 
registered. 
Each age to be regis 
tered will comprise 
about 
one per 
cent of the population. 
If, for in­ 
stance, all men between 
19 and 25 
yea^s of age, 
inclusive, 
are to be 
registered, the registrar would have 
to enroll about seven per cent of t*he 
precinct population. 
it is desirable to accept the ser 
vice of competent volunteer regis­ 
trars to serve without 
eompensa 
tion. 
All registrars must be sworn. 
The voting place in each precinct 
must be prepared for registration. 
Full printed instructions, 
covering 
every detail of registration will be 
in the hands of sheriffs and mayors 
on the fifth day after the president’s 
proclamation. 
The mayor of a city 
containing 
more than 30,000 inhabitants, or the 
officials designated by the governor 
therein, shall, with approval of the 
governor appoint for each ward or 
convenient minor 
subdivision 
con­ 
taining about 30,f)f)0 people one reg­ 
istration board, and shall designate

one officer of each board to perform 
duties'similar to those imposed upon 
the sheriff, as heretofore 
outlines. 
If the mayor desires,

point a central board to co-ordinate 
the work of minor boards. 
On the fifth day after the presi­

clerks of counties and cities of over 
30,000 must secure 
a 
supply

blanlks and copies of the registra­ 
tion regulations from the sheriff or 
from the mayor. 
Absentees and the 
sick will apply to

clerks

have their registration blanks filled 
out. 
In no cases shall such persons 
be given 
registration 
certificates. 
They are 
to be 
instructed by the 
clerk that- the burden is on them 
to see to it that the cards reach the 
registrars of their home precincts by 
registration day. 
'Persons absent from their home 
counties may be registered by mail. 
If so absent a man should go to 
the clerk of the county where 
he 
may be staying, on the sixth day 
after the president’s proclamation.

The sehooer "Leontine," carrying 


280 tons of mine stakes left France 
on March 23, at two o'clock. Two 
days later the "Leontine" was stop- 
ped by a long range 
shot from a 


German submarine. The crew, eight 
persons in all, prepared to leave the 
ship as the Captain rushed below for 
the schooner's papers* The subma- 
rine approached and lay 300 metres 
away, her 
commander and 
crew 


watching al Ithat was happening 
aboard the "Leontine." Instead of 
allowing the unarmed men to save 
themselves the submarine kept up a 
steady fire, deluging the little ship 
with forty rounds of shrapnel. The 
ftrst few shots killed four of the 
?rew and wounded the four others, 
three seriously. The "Leontine" was 
a eharnel house so far as the human 
material aboard could make it. Her 
captain, slightly wounded, as he at- 
tempted to mount the bridge, return- 
ed to deck and courageously carr 
Vied* Hwo^" 6?" "the"-victims to shelter 
forward." 


The "Leontine" was "now riddled 


like a seive but did not sink. The 
Germans then fired incendiary shell's 
which started a fire in the1' stern. 
The Haze, however, as if fate had 
intervened, did not spread. Immedi- 
ately a boat left the submarine and 
a party came aboard to sink the 
"Leontine" 
with 
bombs. 
Seeing 


that all the crew was either killed or 
wounded, the boarding party placed 
their bombs and prepared to leave.

safer place. The explosion tore a 
gaping hole in the vessel's side. The 
first mate, who survived his double 
injury, faintly called to the captain 
that another bomb was about to ex- 
plode. This bomb was hanging over 
the side by a. cord and the captain 
cut the cord. 
The'first bomb had 


done its work. Water was lapping 
the decks.. The little ship wallowed 
in the waves and a sudden gust of 
wind'threw her strongly to port and 
she capsized immediately. 


The survivors, four in numbe: 


captain, first mate, cabin boy and a 
sailor whom the captain aided to 
hide himself forward—were thrown 
into the sea but managed to keep 
afloat on wreckage which surround- 
ed their battered ship. By super- 
human' efforts they detached one of 
the" "Leontine's" boats and crawled 
into it.

The threatened shortage of con-

has become so menacing that

United States department of agri- 
culture has issued a special warn- 
ing in regard to the situation. 


The home-canning specialists of 


the department urge 
every house- 


keeper to save bottles— especially 
wide-ncciked ones — for putting 
up 


fruits, preserves, jellies, jams, and 
fruit juices. 
Saving of bottles is 


highly important, they say, as there 
threatens to be a serious shortage 
of regular jars and preserving cans 
this season. 


The fruit products named, if seaj- 


ed with corks and paraffin, 
can be 


kept perfectly in these 
makeshift 


containers. Jellies, jams and pre- 
serves can be kept even in ordinary' 
drinking glasses, by the use of paper, 
and paraffin. 
Fruit juices should 


be packed in ordinary small-Decked 
bottles. 


Vegetables, soups and meats, on 


the other hand, to 'keep 
must be 


sealed by the usual fruit-jar or tin- 
can packing methods. Reserve re-, 
gnlar containers for foods that can 
not be packed in bottles.

S. Department of Agriculture, con- 
iaet spray's are the only effective 
means of ^controlling, the various 
kinds .of aphids, the small insects 
which lay feeding upon the juices oi 
the plants do much damage to the 
fruit and foliage of orchard trees, 
"currant, - gooseberry 'and grape. As 
the aphids do not eat the plant tis- 
sues, but drain the sap from them 
the varijous kinds of sprays contain- 
ing stomach poisons, such as-'Paris 
green, asenate of lead, etc., are ef- 
fective. To do any good the- sprays 
must come in contact with the bodies 
of the. insects and great thorough- 
ness in spraying is therefore nec- 
essary. 


There are a large number of dif- 


ferent "kinds of aphids, "one or more 
of ~which may attack almost 'every 
form of orchard and bush fruit. For 
the' most part, however,"the same 
measures of control are applicable 
to all species. 
Quite a nuniber of 


aphid species winter in the egg'stage 
on" the plants which they attack in 
the following spring. These may be 
controlled successfully by spraying 
when the buds first show green tips 
of the foliage. In this way the firs* 
brood of the insect is killed and in- 
surance is Obtained' against injury 
later 
in" the 
season. • Additional 


spraying may, however, be necessary 
if the infestation is severe. The1 im- 
portance of early bud spraying is 
greatest with those species of aph- 
ids'whose attacks result in curling 
the leaves of the plants on rwhich" 
they feed. 
The curling . serves to 


protect the insects to" a" considerable 
extent from ' the contact;" "sprays. 
Those species which do not curl ih'a 
leaves are more easily controlled by 
sprays 'after it'is iloted that they are 
becoming numerous'.

killing aphids, and as it may be 
plied "with1 entire safety to plants it 
impossibly the best suited of all' the. 
substance's used" in ithe control-'of; 
these' insects.- The1, cost of the 'con-7 
centrated article is high, but'as it 
pay be greatly diluted the actual 
'cost of applying the spray compares 
favorably with •that of other contact 
sprays. Of the commercial prepara- 
tion the 40 per cent nicotine sulphate 


is the solution in mojst,"common use. 
Weaker grades may be "used" if care 
is taken .that the" spray is made to 
contain'ntit less" than 0.05 'or '0.6'6 
.per cent of actual nicotine. 


- Nicotine may be added either to 
the'winter strength lime-sulphur so- 
lution used for the San Jose scale, 
or to the dilute lime-sulphur solu- 
tion and arsenate of lead spray em- 
ployed in the control" of^insects and 
diseases of'fruit and'foliage'. It may 
also be used in Bordeaux mixture or 
in arsenate of lead and water sprays. 
This is a great advantage, as the 
orchardist • is 
enabled v^to spray 


against several pests simultaneously 
It:.must be remembered, however, 
that although the addition of soap 
adds much to the spreading power 
and efficiency of the nicotine spray,:

MILITARY LAW -is EXPLAINED 


Statement From Washington Says 


15 Days Will Elapse Between 


Passage and Registration 


( By trailed Frew.) 


Washington, D. C., May 8—There 


was a time in the country's history 
when military enumerators, backed 
by bayonets, went 
out among the 


people to take a compulsory service 
census. Today, under the principle 
of universal liability to service the 
execution of the law is put into the 
hands of the people. 


The approval of the new national 


army bill and the president's pro- 
clamation thereunder will be co- 
incident. All persons within the age 
limits prescribed will be required to 
present themselves for registration 
at the customary voting places in 
the voting precincts in which they 
have their permanent homes, on a 
day which the president 
will an- 


nounce. The probability is 
that 


from 10 to 15 days will elapse be- 
tween approval ~ef the bill and reg- 
istration day. 


The governor of each state will be 


tire chief of registration therein. The 
machinery .of registration 
in each 


county is to be in charge of the 
sheriiff, the county clerk and county 
physician, acting ex-officio, unless a 
a different board shall be announced 
by the governor. In cities contnin- 
ing populations of more-than 30,r 
000 the registration will be 
under 


control of the'mayor and selected 
boards 
of registration.
